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1. Between 28 January and 1 February 1951, the following troops and equipment 
of elements of the Seventh Guards Mechanized Division, quartered in the 
Buelow and Hindenburg Kasernes, Frankfurt/Oder, were loaded on trains: 

21 tanks, one self-propelled gun, 21 boxcars of troops, two boxcars of 
ammmition and rations, one boxcar of disassembled wooden barracks, and motor 
vehicles. One of the trains loaded departed in the direction of Cottbus.*
